Experts. say that a tremor felt ‘on 
January 14 would have levelled the 


town to “the “ground If its buildings 
had been of. brick and stone Instend 
of wood.” - 

“The Minister for External Terri- 
tories, Mr McDonald, arrived in 
Rabaul from Sydney. and had his 
first view of the city from the plane 
through ao cloud of smoke and steam 
rising above Matupl.
